GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVES 
TO ATTEND CONFERENCE.

In its brief sitting of three hours and 
a-half yesterday, Dail Eireann debated the 
modification of the tax on impo 
woollens, the vote for the Civic Guards, 
the Great Southern Railway Company's 
dispute with its employés, and the ques- 
tion of the erection of better lairages for 
cattle in Dublin. 

The report stage of the woollens tax 
resolution was carried by 77 votes to 48. 

The mover of the motion in regard to 
Jairages withdrew it, on the understand- 
ing that the Minister for Agriculture 
would attend a conference of farmers and 
shipping interests which is being convened 
by the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. | 

There will be another field day on the 
Civic Guard vote, the debate having been 
adjourned. 

With regard to the railway situation, 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
intimated that he had arranged for a con- 
ference. His statement and the latest news 
of the dispute will be found on Page 7.

ALLEGATIONS OF A 
““ STRANGLEHOLD.”’ 


Resuming the discussion on Mr. J. F. 
O’Hanlon’s motion, expressing the opinion 
that the Executive Council should confer with 
the Dublin Commissioners, the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board and the Cattle Traders’ 
Association with a view to the erection of 
suitable municipal lairages at the North Wall 
and for facilities for berthage convenient 
thereto, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, suggested again that the 
Association of Cattle Traders and the Cattle 
Exporters’ Association should come to a ineet- 
ing which he was prepared to summon with 
representatives of the railway and shipping 
companies to have the question of cd 
properly thresbed out. If it was found that 
freights were excessive, the question of com- 
petition could be discussed, and the matter of 
vegular sailings by boats in charge of one or 
other of these Associations gone into. The 
question of lairages and berthages was one 
that should be brought before the Minister 
for Agriculture. With regard to a municipal 
lairage, it should’ be brought before the 
Dublin City Commissioners. 

Mr. DWYER (Government, Leix-Ofialy), 
as representing the cattle trade, said that 
owing to the unnecessarily heavy freights the 
cattle trade had been hard hit, and something 
should be done by way of conference as soon 
as possible. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin County) 
regretted that the rights and privileges of 
the House had been used to make an attack 
on an old Dublin company. The old British 
and Irish Steam Packet Company was 
recognised as one that gave a large amount 
of employment in the city. The manager of 
the company had also been a subject of 
attack.

A CITIZEN TO BE PROUD OF. 

Mr. GOOD went on to say that it was an 
old Dublin company, which was a member 
of the Coast Lines combine. It was the 
first time that a Dublin business man 
had been attacked by name under the 
rights and privileges of that House, He 
knew Mr. rry for a number of ‘years, 
and he was a citizen of whom everyone 
in Dublin should be proud. Nothing that 
anyone cold say could take away from 
the respect in which Mr. Barry was held, 
and the privileges of the House should not 
bave been used to make an attack on him. 
The company was attacked because it was 
under a member of the Coast Lines com- 
bines. In these days it was necessary for 
many businesses to combine, and only a few 
years ago the Minister tor Industry and 
Commerce introduced as Bill for the 
amalgamation of the railways, That had 
been passed, and that was the tendency of 
the age. For companies to exist in many 
circumstances it was necessary to combine, 
and no company belonging to a combine 
should be held up to odium. 

As regards the lairages of Dublin, they 
compa favourably with those of any 
other seaport. In his opinion, the accom- 
modation at Dublin was superior. If that 
was so, why should their port be held up, 
to odium. The result of such upjustifieble 
criticism was that cattle were sent by. 
Belfast, which was probably the last thing 
the eritics wanted. It all tended to injure 
the port of Dublin. The port of Dublin 
might possibly be improved, but the same 
might be said of any port, and he only 
asked that criticism should not be merely 
damaging.

Discussion of the Allied proposals was 
continued between the German and 
Creditor groups to-day, and has reached 
another critical stage. The outlook is 
doubtful, but the chances of success, at 
any rate on the basis of the present 
scheme, appear to be small. . 
The German and Allied delegates are, 
in fact, to some extent at cross purposes. 
Each side is prepared to make concessions 
on one half of the scheme, but determined 
to keep the other half unchanged. Un- 
fortunately, each side is held wp on some 
point, so that no exchange of concessions 
seems possible. The Gérmans, although 
anxious to secure a moratorium for pay- 
ments, are prepared: to negotiate on the 
reservations, but regard the figures as 
totally unacceptable. The Allies are also 
prepared to - negotiate on the  reser- 
vations, but not to: alter the scheme 
of figures to any important degree. 
They consider “that in view of 
certain minimum ‘demands which are put 
forward on their:side, there-is no hope of 
securing a satisfactory distribution on the 


2.050,000,000 marks (£102,500,000). The 
Germans wish’ them to return to that 
annuity, and declare that they will not 
accept the higher figure. 

The Allies have already offered to re- 
arrange their figures. 

A line of policy is possible for the 
Germans, which would place them in a 
strong position, and which, to judge. by 
certain signs, may be adopted by them. 
It would consist in accepting the whole 
Allied case ‘as regards reservations, while 
rejecting the figures and invoking the 
support of the chairman for the return 
to the annuity of 2,050,000,000 marks. At 
the same time, the German Government 
would offer to open diplomatic negotiations 
in Brussels on the Belgian question, thus 
making it possible for the Allies to drop 
the Belgian marks from their figures and 
to lower their demands. But if they adopt 
this course, negotiations are likely to be 
brought to a stand-still-once more by dis- 
utation owing to the claims of Belgium, 
taly and Yugo-Slavia for reparations, 


THE ELECTIONS IN 
BRITAIN. 


NORTHERN IRELAND’S 
LEAD. 

The Times observes in & leading article :— 
The decisive result of the genera] election to 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland should 
establish Lord Craigavon’s reputation as a 
political prophet. A few weeks ago the. 
Northern Prime Minister predicted that 
Ulster would give a Jead to the electors of 
Great Britain. His prediction has been ry 
fulfilled. There was not, there could not be, 
any risk of a Unionist defeat in the Six 
Counties, but the general election of 1925 
resuited in only a qualified ‘success for the 
Northern Government. -On that occasion un- 
expected victories were won by Independent 
Unionist and Labour candidates, and the 
strength of the official Unionist Party in the 
Northern House of Commons fell from forty 
to thirty-two of fifty-two seats. This time 
the Unionists have already elected thirty-four 
candidates; they can count upon winning 
three of the four University seats, and may 
well win the fourth. 

The extent of their success has surprised 
the Northern Goyernment’s most confident 
supporters. ‘ The defeat of the Liberal and 
Labour candidates has been sc severe as to 
explain the otherwise inexplicable silence cf 
several of their party organs in this country 
on the result of the elections. The Socialists 
plead that the Government’s abolition of 
proportional representation was the sole 
cause of their defeat. Their excuse for 
their failure to retain their hold on the 


examination. They gained no accessions of 
strength where they might have expected 
them. Thus, they had reason to hope that 


in factories and business houses in Belfast 
would vote in the main for Laboaor. They 
had no reason to complain of any apathy on 
the part of the ''flapper ” voters, who, by 
general consent, showed particular keenness 
and interest in the election.

INDUSTRIAL LIGHTING 
RATE REDUCED.

The annual report of Mr. J. D. Smith, 
M.Inst.C.B., Manager and Engineer of the 
Belfast Gas Works, was adopted yesterday 
by the Gas Committee of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion, . 


THE REPORT. 

The showed that the gas made 
amounted to 4,047 millions of cubic feet, an 
increase of 76 millions over the preceding 
year. The net profit was £93,827 9s. 11d., 
whilst after various allocations (including 
interest and sinking fund on the new City 
Hall) there remains a balance to be carried 
forward to the credit of appropriation account 
of £45, Os, 11d., which is the largest 
— ever recorded in the history of the 
undertaking. 

The gross profit on manufacture and sale 
of gas and residuals is £166,403 19s. 8d., 
a decrease of £17.701 18s. on last year. It 
must, however, be remembered that when 
reporting to you twelve months ago I recom- 
mended a reduction in the price of gas, and 
this cost us £25,386 Os. 5d., and had we not 
made this reduction our gross’ profit this 
year would have exceeded that of last year 
by £7,684, 2s. 5d. 

UNCERTAIN OUTLOOK. 

As is customary at this time, Mr. Smith’s 
report continued, I have been going closely 
info cur financial position. The outlook for 
the year is somewhat uncertain, as it is 
likely we shall have to pav more for our 
supplies of coal, and, possibly, also for gas 
oil, while our stores generally are a little 
dearer. In addition, the price of chemical 
residuals will drop further, and I do not 
think, under all the circumstances, that it 
would be wise to make any changes generally 
in the price of gas. The only recommenda- 
tion I can make is that you reduce the price 
of gas for lighting in industrial establish- 
ments to the same rate as power—namely, 
2s. 34d. per 1,000 cubic feet, less 20 per cent. 
—Is. 10d. net. There are many business 
establishments where gas is at present used 
for power, with a separate meter for lighting, 
and if you agree to my suggestion al! supplies 
wonld then be taken frém the power meter. 

This recommendation was approved by the 
Committee.

£10 DAMAGES AWARDED. 


At Wicklow Circuit Court Miss Elizabeth 
Gallagher, daughter of an Armagh contractor, 
resident for ‘some years past in Birchyille 
House, Kilquade, Greystones, sued James and 
Mary Hempenstall, Birchville Cottage, for 
£300 for slander, assault and trespass. 

Mr. P. J. Troddyn (instructed by Mr A. 
B. Cullen), íor the plaintiff; said that Miss 
Gallagher decided to remove some of her 
furniture, feom Birchville House to a city 
saleroom. When the, van arrived Mrs. 
Hempenstall ran to it,said that Miss Gallagher 
was stealing her furniture, and sent for the 
police, Later Mr. Hempenstall arrived and, 
making the same‘ observation, tried to get 
mn to the house. _ Later Miss Gallagher, at 
the entrance gate, ordered Mr. Hempenstall 
to leave her avenue. He refused to do so, 
saying that it was his property (he is the 
owner, the plaintiff: being lessee), and he 
Slammed the gate, which caught her hand 
and bruised it. He said (according to Miss 
Gallagher)—** We all know what you are, and 
we cannot expect anything better from you. 
You are runnifig the roads at all hours of 
the night, and you starved and killed your 

roidiather.”. Mrs. Hempenstall then sent 
or the police. When asked for an apology, Mr. 
Hempenstall made further statements reflect- 
ing on the plaintiff. 

For the defence it was stated that when 
the van arrived they said “not to take any 
of their furniture,’’ meaning several articles 
that were in the house. Denying that he 
hurt Miss Gallagher's hand in the gate, Mr. 
Hempenstall said that what he remarked was 
that “they all knew the treatment she had 
given her poor father.” Pressed by the judge 
to say what he meant bv that, Mr. 
Hempenstall said that it was well known that 
the poor old man was neglected and that it 
affected his health. 

Mr. McCarroll appeared for the defendants. 

Judge Devitt said that he was loth to 
believe that any man, even though angry, 
would revile a respectable lady like the plain- 
tiff by such accusations against her character. 
Fe had corroboration, however, that the 
Hempenstalls had calmly accused Miss 
Gallagher of stealing their furniture. which 
was stated to be of little value—showing that 
the accusation was brought more to annoy 
her before others—and he considered Mrs. 
Hempenstall’s “conduct in sending for the 
Guards to be outrageous. He found that both 
defendants had slandered this lady, that 
Hempenstall had assaulted her, and that they 
had trespassed in an outrageous manner 
against her. 

A decree for £10 was given. An ejectment 
suit brought by Hempenstal!l against Miss 
Gallagher was dismissed on the ground of 
irregular service.

UNLAWFUL GAMING DEFINED. 

The Recorder—I am fein to tell the jury 
that for the purpose o 
gaming house is a house in which a number 
of persons are invited to congregate for the 
purpose of gaming. I am going to tell 
them that the playing of games of cards for 
money is gaming. It is not necessarily un- 
lawful, but it is unlawfal if games are played 
in a common gaming house as part of the 
business thereot. eye 

“So far as progressive whist is concerned, 
it cannot be considered within the category 
of those games which are considered unlawful 
wherever played. Games of skill and chance 
combined are within the meaning of unlawful 
gaming—-that is, they are unlawful if played 
in a house kept for playing them. If, there: 
fore, the jury are of opinion that the de- 
fendants kept or assisted to keep a house 
in which large numbers of persons are 
habitually invited to congregate for the pur- 
pose of a game other than a game of pure 


tell them that they cannot possibly consider 
whist a game of pure skill.”’ 

“I have been through a colossal, tangled 
mass of authority,” added the Recorder, 
‘‘and apparently nobody seems to have faced 
the point as to what a gaming house is, Í 
find opinions repeatedly inconsistent. If the 
jury decide to convict, I hope to get a 
decision from the Court of Criminal Appeal 
which may leave the matter without doubt.”’ 


INNOCENT RECREATION. 

Counsel, addressing the jury on behalf of 
the defendants, urged that people were 
entitled in modern times to have innocent 
recreation. What harm, he asked, had these 
people done? Even the police had told them 
it was a well-conducted place. 

It was much better, he said, that a 
husband and: wife should take their recrea- 
tion together playing whist rather than the 
hesbhad should go around to the public- 
houses or to the “ dogs.” 


AGAINST THE LAW. 

The Recorder, in summing up, said the 
fact that the jury might think such clubs 
were better than a public-house had nothing 
to do with the matter. 

‘‘Whist drives upon the scale of these 

whist drives in a house of this sort,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ in my view, are clearly against the 
law as I define it. I consider it would 
be a very good thing if this was thrashed 
out in a higher Court,” said the Recorder 
in imposing the fines. 
“In the event of there being no appeal, 
and the club continues to go on as it is 
now, there are quite appropriate penalties 
running up to £5U0, and terms of imprison- 
ment to which they can become liable. If 
this club persists in going on without an 
appeal to a higher Court, and they come 
before me again, I shall make it my duty 
to maks this club a non-paying industry.”’

He expr the 
End of the Board to those who had 
een good enough to accept nomination to 
the Executive Council. The Council, he said,
